Ill those Proceeding's for 1902, Jordan and Snyder^ have given a 
review of tin' sj)e(‘ies of salmon and trout in rlapaii. Recently, Mr. 
T. Ivitahara has pnhlislKHP' some useful criticisms on this ]ia])er, 
derived from his experience in the Imperial Biir(‘au of Fisheries. 

Mr. Kitahara is certainly right in thinking that th(‘ Sahno lurryi 
of Brevoort is the trout called //o, SaJnio hJ^ickisfon! oi Hilgendorf. 
That species must therefore liecome Ifuehn /v/vv/Z instead of ILnfm 
hlacl'idon /. 

I think that Mi*. Ivitahara is also right in identifying the S((I)ho 
masou of Brevoort and the Oncorlt.ynchus ycxsvvv/.v/.y of Hilgendorf 
with the common trout of flapaii called Ame-no-uwo, Kawa-masu, or 
Yamabe, in its <litt'erent stages of growth. This is the S<fh}H) tmum- 
donuf of Giinther, the species wrongly called Suhno jx rryl hy Jordan 
and Snyder. This species should stand as Sahno 

]\Ir. Kitahara states that the humpback salmon (Karafuto-masu) in 
rbipan as in America have black spots on the caudal tin. This specie's 
was not seen by Jordan and Snyder in rJapan. The supposed humpback 
salmon or Yezomasu, figured l)v Jordan and Snyder as On(r)rJnfH(‘h}(s 
masoK^ was probably a dwarfish spawning female of OnrorJnjtufnts 
hda. 

Mr. Kitahara is probably right in n'garding the' Iwana, SidrrlifmH 
plurhfs (Hilgendorf), the common (Jiarr or red-spotted trout of 
Japan, as inseparable from Sxf nUnus mahna. SaJr<‘/Jin(s 
of the Kurile Islands, is how(‘V(‘r a dilferent tish. The name StfhtHf 
nnlli,s<‘kJf(‘h of ^Yalbaum is earlier than S(thHo I'isutch ^Yalbamn, and 
is based also on tlie silvei' salmon.
